Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Preliminary amendments to the claims made after the non-final 
rejection were discussed that added the limitation of using a metal oxide as a deposition mask. The examiner 
discussed Muroyama and the disclosure of paragraphs 0096 and 0148 which discuss the mask layer as a metal oxide 
or a resist material (which one of ordinary skill in the art would include a metal oxide, at least aluminum oxide), 
respectively. The examiner relayed that the proprosed amended claim limitation would not overcome the present 
rejections..
